Supreme Court will be appealed to for an 


order to compel the Standard Oil company to 
produce a list of the names of its employés 
in order that the names + desired witnesses 
can be secured. 

Constable McMahon today reported he has 
been unable to serve subpoenas on any of the 
witnesses wanted at the hearing, which 
came to a sudden conclusion last Friday, 
and it is hardly probable that any of 
the Standard Oil magnates will attend the 
hearing, which is set for next week. 

In addition to putting Frank D. Rocke- 
feller, F. B. Squire, Martin Snyder, and L. 
H. Severance on the stand, the Attorney 
General wants to have about twenty book- 
keepers, clerks, and accountants employed 
at the Standard officers summoned as wit- 
nesses, but thus far has been unable to as- 
certain the names of any of them.

‘THE KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS. 


First Roman Catholic Clergyman to 
Ever Enter a Secret Society—Voted ° 
in Prince Edward No. 42 on Tues- 
day — Has Conferred with Arch- 
bishop Ireland on the Move—May 
Herald the Abolishment of the Ban 
on Such Organizations, 


_ For the first time in the history of Ameri- 
can secret societies a fully ordained priest 
of the Roman Catholic Church is about to 
be initiated a member of one of these orders. 
He is the Rev. F. J. Walsh, one of the as- 
sistants connected with St. Vincent de Paul’s 
Church, Webster and Sheffield avenues, of 


which the Rev. F. J. Weldon is the pastor. 


The Rev. Father Walsh's name was pre- 
sented on Tuesday night for election as a 

member of Prince Edward lodge No. 42, 
Knights of Pythias, and was favorably 
passed on. 

Father Walsh will not become a member, 
however, until certain formalities and ob- 
stacles have been passed, although it is 
understood these are slight. It is not be- 
lieved Archbishop Feehan will object to his 
subordinate’s entry into Pythian ranks, 
Two or ‘three weeks or even more are ex- 
pected to elapse before the initiation is com- 


pleted.

“Yes, it is true that Father Walsh was 
elected to membership in Prince Edward 
Lodge,” said Henry P. Caldwell, Grand 
Keeper of the Records and Seal, when seen 
last evening at the offices of the Grand 
Lodge, 126 Washington street, “‘ but I don’t 
see why the fact should be announced. 
Electing a man to membership does not 
necessarily mean his initiation, and con- 
sideration of Father Walsh’s name may or 
may not go further. In any event he is not 
likely to become a member for two or three 
weeks.

Her death is connected with a 
curious chain of events and was the result 
of an evident attempt to murder Harry 8. 
Cornish, formerly athletic director of the 
Chicago Athletic club, now physical instruc- 
tor at the Knickerbocker Athletic club of 
New York. 

The death of Mrs. Adams resulted after 
she had taken some of the contents of a 
bottle sent to Mr. Cornish, and it led to the 
discovery of another death surrounded by 
strangely similar circumstances, In this 
second case the person poisoned was a 
member of the Knickerbocker Athletic club, 
He had received a bottle containing what 
appeared to be a harmless remedy. It was

“ His Eminence greatly deplores this con- 
dition of affairs and again recommends that 
the decree be published and enforced in 
every diocese in stich a way as the re-

last February that the decree had been pub- 
lished in all provinces of this country; but 
if by chance your Excellency should know 
that in any diocese of your proyince this 
obligatory promulgation has not been made, 
in the name of the Holy Office and by the 
authority of the Holy See, I beg your Ex- 
cellency to see that it be immediately and 
faithfully done. 

“ By this letter of his Eminence, the ob- 
Hgation of the decree and of its publication 
are put beyond all doubt, and it is no longer 
jJawful for any Catholic.journal to ques-

MYSTERIOUS LOSS OF 
_ BONDS HELD BY CHARLES 
DURKEE MAY BE SOLVED. 


Scandal Attached to Disappearance of 
Pacific Railroad Securities May Be 
Revived, as Court of Claims Has Been 


Asked to Investigate. . 


New York, Dec. 28.—[Special.]—If the as- 
sertions of the heirs of Charlies Durkee, for- 
merly Mayor of Buffalo, are well founded, 
the national govermment may be compelled 
to pay them more than $100,000,000 on ac- 
count of some Pacific railroad bonds which, 
it is alleged, the former Mayor on his death- 
bed said belonged to him. 

According to the attorneys of the estate 
Mr. Durkee told his wife he had caused to 
be forwarded to the Metropolitan National 
Bank of this city a tin box containing an 
assignment of the railroad bonds in ques- 
tion, amounting to morethan $64,644,000, but 
from that time till this, it is alleged by the 
attorneys, they have been unable to get any 
trace of the box. 

There was a rumor afloat in 1894, it is said, 
that some of the bonds had passed through 
the hands of Grant & Ward, and the matter 
was called to the attention of the Secretary 
of the Treasury. The heirs are said to have 
obtained information later that some if not 
all the bonds in question were recovered and 
lodged in the vaults of the Treasury in 
Washington. 

It is said the Court of Claims is again to be 
called upon to make an investigation. These 
bonds are said to have been issued on ac- 
count of the Union Pacific, Western Pacific, 
Central Pacific, Kansas Pacific, Central 
Branch, and the Sioux City and Pucific rail- 
roads. They bore 6 per cent interest. The 
accrued interest, is alleged, now amounts 
to twice the principal. It is intimated the 
revelations, if the case comes to a hearing, 
will bring to HMght charges of collusion in- 
volving persons of prominence.

Henry C. Barnet, who lived at the club 
and was in business at 95 Broad street, re- 
ceived a package of arsenic on Nov. 1, part 
of which he took, believing it to be a harm- 
less medicine known as Kutnow powder. 
He d@ted twelve days later. The immediate 
cause of death was inflammation of the 
lungs, but the fatal result was due to the 
weakening of the system by a mineral 


| poison. On Dec. 24 Harry 8. Cornish, in- 


structor of physical culture at the Knick- 
erbocker club, received a package inclosed 
in a box bearing the stamp of Tiffany. 

The supposed Christmas present was what 
is known as a vial holder.

“has disgraced the United States more thal 
any other State in the union. The offenders 
are chiefly medical and law schools. There 
are seventeen fraudulent degree conferring 
shops in Chicago today.” 

“There were seventeen yesterday,” said 
Dr. Harper, “ there are probably more to- 
day. There is one collegiate institution in 
the State which has one instructor. He 
confers the bachelor’s degree, the master’s 
degree, the doctor’s degree, and the degree 
of Doctor of Divinity. He has been the sub-- 
ject of legislation on the part of the Brit‘sh 
Parliament.”

I believe it is pretty generally under- 
stood the President will appoint Judge 
Grosscup to the vacancy on the Circuit 
bench caused by Judge Showalter’s death. 
I have not talked with the President about 
any of the aspirants for Judge Grosscup's 
place on the District bench. That matter ts 
no part of the business I came here to look 
after. Neither am I taking any interest in 
the Speakership fight.” 

Mr. Saeed did not name the candidates for 
“United States District Judge. It was said 
a delegation of Ephraim Bannineg’s friends 
would call.on-the Controller while here and 
try to get him to use his influence in Mr. 
Banning’s behalf. 

Mr. Dawes said there had been some talk 
recently among members of the Republican 
National committee about opening head- 
quarters soon and getting ready for the 
campaign in 1900.

Christmas Present of Bromo Seltzer 
Mixed with Cyanide of Potassium 

Sent te Athletié Director of Kuiek- 
erbocker Athletic Club Kills His 
Aunt—Case Is the Second of Its Kind 

in the Club-Distriet Attorney Says 
Suspected Party Lives Out of State.

Cornish Drinks the Poison. 

“I then. passed into the dining-room, 
where I had mixed the supposed bromo- 
seltzer for myself, saw it sitting there, 
seized and drank it, and almost immediate- 
ly became unconscious,” 

According to Assistant District Attorney 
McIntyre, a hallboy was sent for Dr. B. F, 
Hitchcock of 72 West Highty-seventh street, 
and when he arrived he saw Mrs. Adams was 
beyond medica! aid, | 

The case was In possession of the criminal 
officer of the county before it was known to 
the police. The Coroner's office was notified 
at noon and Dr. Weston went at once to the | 
house in West Eighty-sixth street, secured 
what remained of the supposed bromo 
seltzer, and placed it in the hands of the 
Coroner's chemist, Mr. Lederle, who tested 
for bromo seltzer. He found only slight | 
traces of that drug. He found a strong re- 
action, indicating cyanide of potassium and 
strychnine. 


Cyanide of Potassium and Strychnine. 

Dr. Weston gave it as his unofficial opinion 
that both these poisons probably were 
mixed with the harmless brogno seltzer. 

They are two of the most deadly poisons 
known to medical science, and their effect 
is, strangulation of the heart, Dr. Weston 
further says: 

“I find on examination that the deceased 
woman had aseriousrupture. The taking of 


tem so disorganized might produce a violent 
spasm of retching that wouyjd lead to death, 


but only under exceptional! circumstances. 
‘*] must not be misunderstood as intimat- 


ing that I believe this to have been the case 
in the death of Mra Adams, I mention it 
purely in @ spirit.of fairness. A chemical 
analysis will be completed by tomorrow and 
the autopsy that will follow it will clearly 
demonstrate the cause of death.” 

The physician poured what remained in 
the small green bottle into a glass, added a 
sufficient quantity of water to dissolve the 
crystals, and drank the dose at once. The 
physician collapsed immediately, as Mr. 
Cornish had done. 

Dr. E, Styles Potter of 174 West Eighty- 
seventh street was then summoned, He ar- 
rived just in time to see Mrs, Adams die. 
He applied all the known remedies—injected 
hypodermics and attempted artificial res- 
piration, but was unable to restore heart 


action. The unfortunate women died with Ly 


all the symptoms of acute mineral poisoning, 
presumably from strangulation of the heart. 

Dr. Potter turned his attention to Mr. 
Cornish and Dr. Hitchcock, and they soon 
were restored to consciousness. A full hour 
elapsed before Cornish was able to walk. 
Dr. Potter fixed the hour of Mrs. Adams’ 
death at 9:30 a.m. As soon as he was able 
to leave the house Mr. Cornish took the ele- 
vated road at the Bighty-first street station 
and went to the office of District Aitorney 
Gardiner in the Criminal Court Building in 
Center street. 

To Colonel Gardiner he told all the facts 
in his possession. He then communicated 
with Assistant District Attorney MeIntyre, 
who had on a previous occasion acted as 
counsel for his aunt, the dead Mrs, Adams. 

Four of the ablest detectives in the Cen- 
tral office were detailed on the case to- 
night and every effort will be made to hunt 
down the murderer, 

No possible motive exists for connecting 
Mr. Cornish with the crime. As District 
Attorney Gardiner carefully pointed out last 
night, the fact the package was delivered 
at the athletic club and not at Mr. Cornish’s 
home shows his death was the object de- 
sired, and that the family in Bighty-sixth 
street was brought into the case only by 
accident. The clerk at the Knickerbocker 
Athletic club distinctly remembers the re- 
ceipt of the package on Dec, 24. 

There is another man in the case whote 
connection thercwith is not clear. His name 
is Hovey, and he was in the apartment at 
the time of the arrival of the first physician, 
Dr. Uitchcock. It was said he isthe famous 
tennis player of six or eight summers ago, 
but this could not be established.

Mrs. Kate J. Adams was well off. Her hus- 
band had been a large manufacturer in Buf- 
falo, and left her considerable money. She 
originally came from Rochester, but had 
lived for some time In this city, and was fond 
of life in the metropolis. 

All her neighbors in the apartment house 
thought well of Mrs. Adams, and the agent 
of the building, who has an office in Colum- 
bus avenue, near by, says she appeared to 
have ample means and to be in no trouble. 

Her daughter, Mrs. Florence Rogers, is the 
wife of a prominent man in Buffalo, who is 
the agent of the Hartford Insurance com- 
pany. Some said today Mr. and Mrs. Rogers 
had separated temporarily.

Vial Holder Clew to Murderer. 

Examination of the package received by 
Henry Cornish at the Athletic club shows 
the vial holder to be of sterling silver, shaped 
like a small candlestick, bears the nurm- 
ber 8l4—probably that of the manufacturer. 

nquiry at Tiffany & Co.'s store shows that 
the purchaser of the article cannot be traced, 
because during the Christmas season thou- 
sands of such articles were gold to strangers 
‘and no record kept of them. : 
“Charles T. Cook of 2 West Forty-eighth 
street, a member of the firm of Tiffany & Co., 
said tonight: ‘I have not the slightest idea 
who the purchaser of the little silver stand 
may be.’’ 

The paper box in which the vial holder was 
packed is of pasteboard. Upon the top is 
the stamp “ Tiffany & Co., Union Square, 
New York.” | 

Its wrapper bears ten two-cent stamps for 
postage. It was mailed in New York, but 
the station is not indicated. 

Stopper Had Been Removed. 

Chief interest, of course, attaches to the 
battle which contained the poison. It is a 
greenish blue vial, which had contained the 
proprietary medicine bromo seltzer. The 
wrapper is missing, and whoever compound~ 
ed the mixture had carefully removed the 
revenue stamp from the outside wrapper, 
resummed it, and placed it over the top of 


| the cork. This was to give the impression 


‘that the bottle had been unopened, but to 
the minds of the detectives it proves that the 
bottle had been recorked and the stamp 
placeé on it with intent to deceive. Several 
bottles of medicine were purchased tonight 
‘at different drug stores by detectives. t 

In every inetance the war tax stamp was 
found on the outer wrapper. In no case was 
a stamp found upon the bottle, This is as it 
should be according to law, so that the 
breaking of the wrapper destroyed the 
stamp. 

Assistant District Attorney McIntyre said 
tonight: “No suspicion attaches to any 
member of the Cornish family of send’ng 
that package. The suspected person tives 
outside the State’s jurisdiction.” 


CORNISH’S CAREER IN CHICAGO. 


Had Charge of the Athletic Part of the 
Chicago Athletic Associa-- 
tion. 


Harry 8S. Cornish was manager of the Bos- 
ton Athletic association before he accepted 
the position of athletic manager of the Chi- 
cago Athletic association. He took the lat- 
ter post on June 1, 1893, with a contract run- 
ning to May 31, 1896, He had brought the 
B, A. A. football team to this city in 1882 to 
play a match with a local eleven, and this 
brought him in contact with the directors of 
the Chicago Athletic association, who were 


then seeking a first-class man to take charge _ 


of thé athletic part of their organization. 
Negotiations were entered into after Cornish 
returned East, and in the spring of 1893 the 
Chicago club signed him. His salary was 


wo excitement was caused in athletic 
circles when it became known on Dec. 13, 
1805, that Cornish had put in his resignation 
to the C. A. A. He was credited with having 
done more than any other man to boom ath- 
letics in the West, and was regurded by the 
officials of the club as one of the best men 
in the country in many ways for the position 
of manager. 


Directors Find Fault. 


The directors, however, found fault with 
his management because the association had 
lost $600 during the year. Cornish took ex- 
ceptions to the criticism, inasmuch as the 
deficit of Bastern athletic associations was 
thousands where that of the local club was 
hundreds, and ha@aded in his resignation. 
He had already received an offer from the 
Knickerbocker club of New York, and on 
the acceptance of the resignation went at 
once to the athletic management of the 
Gotham association. 

Cornish probably became best known 
through the teams he turned out for the 
C. A. A., his relations with the colleges, and 
as a member of the cherry circle football 


team, 

He played quarter back on the football 
team and proved himself a good general in 
this position. He became acquainted With 
the leading college athletes, secured a close 
cobperation between the Western colleges 
and the club, and was largely instrumental 
in the organization of the Western Intercol- 
legiate Athletic association, whose first meet 
in 1894 was held under the auspices of the 
club and managed by Cornish. 

One of his most remarkable feats while he 
was in Chicago was the performance of the 
all around athletic tests of the A. A. U., in. 
which he showed himself to be an athlete of 
unusual ability.

Thdve just returned from Airolo, which isa 
fown of 1,700 inhabitants, situated at an 

e of 4,000 feet. Above it are fortifica- 
tions defending the tunnel, where a perma- 
gent garrison is maintained. 

The part fallen in is called Red Rock, ow- 
ing to its brownish color. Frost hastened 
the disaster. 

Frightful noises were heard on Monday 
sight. The sounds of falling rocks terrified 
the natives, who crowded into the streets 
end found there had beenalandslip. 

Other falls followed, till at midday on 
Tuesday the dwellers in exposed ‘parts did 
pot dare to return to their homes at night. 

Yesterday's terrific landslip caused tre- 
mendous destruction. The scene of the dis- 
ester presented an almost terrifying sight. 
Nearly two kilometers are covered by vast 
mats of earth and rocks and uprooted giant 
frees. 

Bight houses and fourteen other buildings 
gre utterly destroyed. Many others are 
badly damaged. 

Some time after the disaster the wreck- 
age was fired by large stoves in the ruins 
of the Hotel Airolo and the flames spread 
yapidily. Extinction was impossible owing to 
Jandslips cutting off the water supply. When 


“J left the fire was still burning, and all the 


oops were working manfully removing 
the wreckage in the hope of obtaining a 
Clear space to localize the fire. All able- 
bodied persons were helping. 

The bodies of three victims had already 
meen dug out. One was a Sacristan, another 
® woman, and the third a little boy of 2. 
Zhe Sacristan was alive, but he died soon. 

All the dwellers who can have fled with 
their cattle and portable belongings. The 
@amage is estimated at 1,000,000 francs. The 
eensequent distress will be great, since the 
Pastures are buried by the débris.

Spain Gives Up Big Guns.

Havana, Cuba, Dec. 28.—Four six-inch 
and two twelve-inch Krupp guns, four 
twenty-one centimetre eight-inch Odontz 
| guns, and four rapid-fire Maxim-Norden- 
feldts comprise the extent of Spain’s of- 
fensive armament in the batteries across 
the harbor opposite Havana. 

These were delivered over to an American 
officer today, with obsolete arms of various 
patterns and all the ammunition remain- 
ing. The delivery was made under formal 
protest, Spain reserving the right to claim 
whatever may be in her possession. 

Morro Castle and Cabanas Fortress will 
be retained until Jan. 1, but their subsid- 
lary batteries along the coast will be hand- 
ed over on Friday probably. 

Lieutenant Colonel R. Birnie of the United 
States Ordnance department had been de- 
tailed by General Lee to take charge of the 
heavy ordnance and ammunition in the bat- 
teries along Cabanas Ridge and to check 
the inventory supplied by the Spanish au- 
thorities. 

In San Diego were found 1,770 muzzle-load- 
ers, with a pile of old ammunition. Battery 
No. 1, which was only half completed, had 
four six-inch Krupp and two Maxim-Nor- 
denfeldts, with twenty-five rounds of am- 
munition for each and some shells not load- 
ed. Battery No. 2 had two twelve-inch 
Krupps, four’ twenty-one-centimeter 
Odontzes, and four Maxim-Nordenfeldts, 
with twenty-five rounds for each. 

Two magazines at Santa Barbara and 8t. 
Elmo were found empty. Birnie took pos- 
session of these effects, and a company of 
engineers under Lieutenant Carbonell will 
occupy the batteries and magazines tomor- 
row. The Velasco and Pastora Baja bat- 
teries auxiliary and Cabanas will be entered 
by the American troops on Friday.

CUBAN SOLDIERS AS ROBBERS. 


First Native Fighters to Disarm Re- 
gain Their Rifles and Turn 
Bandits. 


Santiago de Cuba, Dec. 25.—Lieutenant 
Colonel Henry Ray, who had reported to 
General Wood, military Governor of the 
department, that Colonel Francisco Vali- 
ente, Chief of Gendarmerie, had been arm- 
ing the insurgents, and that several bands 
of robbers were operating in the neighbor- 
hood of Guantanamo, arrived here tqday. 

He repeats his charges against Colonel 
Valiente, declaring that they are well found- 
e& He admits that Colonel Valiente was 
the first Cuban officer who nominally, dis- 
armed his men, merety requesting permis- 
sion to guard them with a squad of his own 
troops. This request was granted by Major 
Harris, representing Lieutenant Colonel Ray 
at Sagua de Tanamo, Major Harris even 
promising to supply rations to the guard. 

According to Colonel Ray, Valiente, be- 
fore starting for Santiago, turned over to 
several Cuban Captains the 600 rifles that 
were stacked by his men when they were 
disarmed. This fact was only recently re- 
ported to Colonel Ray. 

The latter on arriving here saw Colonel 
Valiente and repeated his accusations. Va- 
Mente declared that he had not armed the 
Cubans, but had merely given the rifles into 
the charge of the various officers. 

Colonel Ray says that this explains the 
existence of the troublesome bands of rob- 
bers which have infested the district around 
Guantanamo. In one case a Cuban Major 
went so far as to order the proprietors of a 
sugar estate not to grind. 

Colonel Ray sent a company of United 
States troops to guard the estate, where- 
upon the Cuban Major took to the woods 
with a band of men who have béen ever 
since robbing and pillaging estates near by. 
As a result of this condition of things 
Colonel Ray’s entire regiment, with the ex- 
ception of two companies, is now scattered 
about the country guarding private prop- 

rty. 

Colonel Ray says he has the namesof sev- 
eral prominent Cubans who have censured 
VaHhente for turning in his arms. Valiente 
replied that he had the arms under guard 
and would keep them safe uptil it was seep 
what the United States would do.

The real 
object was to make a raid on consumers, 
largély for the benefit of the proprietors of 
inills which were ip poor localities or had 
inferior machinery, or were for other rea- 
sons unable to sufvive under free competi- 
tivn. 

The raid has been a great success. The 
capitalization of the companies is 50 mil- 
lions, representing in part worthless and un-

AGONCILLO REPEATS HIS STORY. 

Sefior Agoncillo, who claims to be thé 
“envoy” of “the noble and gallant Gen- 
eral Aguinaldo, President of the Philip- 
pine republic,” has arrived in Washing- 
ton and has been repeating there the 
story told with so much detail in his “ pro- 
test” against the cession of the Philip- 
pines to the United States, made public 
before his departure from Paris. In mak- 
ing his artful and somewhat specious plea, + 
there is reason to believe that Aguinaldo’s 
“envoy ” has taken advantage of hints re- 
ceived from same of our American anti- 
expansionists and possibly availed himself 
of the advice of Spanish lawyers who de- 
sire to place as many obstacles as possi- 
ble in the way of assumption of authority 
over the islands by the United States, 
When tried by the facts, however, his state. 
ments will be found to be made up solely 
of bold assumption and ingenious sophistry. 

In face of Agoncillo’s contention that 
the Spaniards had lost their sovereignty 
over the islands and consequently had no. 
authority to cede them to the United 
States, it is only necessary to call atten-

THE LATE JUSTIN & MORRILL. 

In the death of Senator Justin 8. Morrill 
of Vermont the United States Senate loses 
its oldest and most historical member. He 
had not only reached an age bayond that at 
which ptfobably no other Senator had re- 
mained in public life, but his term of 
service in both branches of Congress as 
well as in the Senate exceeded that of any 
other man in the history of the country. 
Of his forty-three years’ continuous serv- 
ice in Congress from his native State, thir- 
ty-one years and ten months had been spent 
in the Senate, surpassing the memorable 
record of Thomas H. Benton in the rame 
body by five months, . 

But, while Senaté? Morril!’s career was 
conspicuous by virtue of his long and con- 
tinuous service, it was also remarkable for 
the great changes that have been wrought 
in the history of the country during that 
period as well as the number of important 
measures with which his name has been 
identified. 

Coming prominentiy into public Hfe in 
1855, he entered tac Lower House of Con- 
gress at a period of inteuse political excite- 
ment, following iinmediately after the pass- 
age of the Kansas-Nebraska act, which 'ed 
to the organizatior of the Republican party, 
of which he became 4 coaspicuous member, 
At the outset it was his privilege to partici- 
pate in the historical struggle for the 
Speakership of the House which resulted in 
the election of Nathaniel P. Banks, and, ac- 
cording to the record, was identified with pub- 
lic affairs under eleven different Presidents, 
from Pierce down to the present administra-

Another measure with which his name will 
continue to be identified in history was the 
act appropriating public lands for the estab- 
lishment of institutions for the promotion of 
industrial education in all the States. This 
measure, originating among a circle of edu- 
cators im Illinois headed by the venerable 
Professor J. B. Turner, still living at Juck- 
sonville, and strongly indorsed by prom- 
inent leaders in New York and New Eng- 
land,; was introduced in Congress by Mr. 
Morrill in 1857, and after meeting strong 
opposition, especially from the South. 
finally became a law by the approval of 
President Lincoln in 1862, and every State 
and nearly every Territory is now reaping 
its advantage. The Lilinois State Universi- 
ty at Champaign is the outcome of this 
act. 

Vermont may well be proud of the record 
of such a man as Senator Morrill, and the 
nation will unite to do honor to his name. 


NEW MEXICO AGAIN SEEKING STATE- 
HOOD ON FALSE PRETENSES. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—Although the 
House Committee on Territories has already, this 
Congress, voted against reporting a bill to admit 
New Mexico into the union as a State, the recent 
Republican victory in the Territory has caused a 
revival of the movement to secure Statehood. 
Representative Broderick of Kansas introduced 
a bilb on the subject, and today the Committee on 
Territories heard former Delegate Catron in sup- 
port of the measure. After adjournment Chair- 
man Knox said he did not believe the committee 
would reverse its former action. ‘* The Territo- 
ry,”” said Governor Otero, *‘ has an area equal to 
New York, Pennsylvania, and Ohio put together, 
and is growing in wealth and production each day.”’

Bryan Hauling Down the Flag as a 
Democratic Issue—Consequences 
of the Program. 


It is clear that the tide is strongly against 
Bryan and the rest of the flag-furlers. Sen- 
ator Jones of Arkansas, chairman of the 
Democratic Central committee, declares 
that Bryan is in harmony with his party on 
the territorial abandonment issue. If this 
is true it is so much the worse for his party. 
It is probably true in the sense that the 
Democrats in 1900 will adopt the Bryan sur- 
render doctrine, but in doing that they will 
antagonize a much larger element of their 
party than they did on the rotten silver is- 
sue in 1886. So far as the reports from 
Washington show, the Bryan policy of 
cowardice-and insanity is to be adopted by 
most of his party in Congress, and in this 
way it will me Democratic doctrine and 
be forced of the party in the convention of 
1900, as silver coinage ** without waiting for 
the aid or consent of any other nation ’’ was 
two and a half years ago. Bryan's strength 
with the men who wrecked the Democracy 
in the Chicago convention of 1806 is, accord- 
ing to the testimony of most of them, as 
great as it was then, and this makes the 
adoption of his territorial evacuation in- 
sanity extremely probable in the next na- 
tional canvass. 

That this folly will be overwhelmingly 
defeated at the polls Is as certain as any- 
thing in the political future can be. As 
shown by a poll just taken of the papers of 
the country, the sentiment in favor of hold- 


is decided and emphatic all over the United 
States except fn the South. Of the prom- 
inent journals of the South sixty-four are 
against expansion to fifty-five in favor of 
it, but in the other sections, even in New 
England, the preponderance is heavily on 
the expansion side. 

If the influence of the newspapers were 
taken into consideration instead of the 
number, the preponderance in the country 
at large in favor of expansion would be still 
greater. Manifestly the newspapers repre- 
| sent public opinion in their locality with a 
fair degree of fidelity. It seems safe to as- 
sume from the expressions of the prominent 
journals of the country at large and the ut- 
terances of such public men as have spoken 
on the subject that expansion would today 
carry at least two-thirds of the States. 

The deliberate adoption of the program 
of hostility to national expansion would 
mean political suicide, but those familiar 
with the.Democratic record will see that this 
possibility or probability seldom interferes 
with the plafts of the Democratic leaders. 

A prominent Democratic politician says 
the reason why the leaders of his party are 
falling in with Bryan’s program of poltroon- 
ery and imbecility is that they believe the 
Democracy will be beaten in any case in the 
election two years hence, and they are more 
than willing that Bryan should be the vic- 
tim of the slaughter. This would remove 
him forever from the consideration of all 
the politicians and would make room for 
somebody else when Democratic prospects 
would be less forbidding than.they are at 
present. The advantage of this explanation 
is that it gives a chance to attribute the 
sanction of the territorial abandonment 
folly by the Democratic leaders to some- 
thing else than cowardice and idiocy. 
Throughout the whole of the fight Bryan 
will make to pull down the flag in the ter- 
ritory which has bean conquered from Spain 
there is a reasonable probability that he 
will have a large enough element of his 
party behind him to give his folly parti- 
san sanction and commit it to this pro- 
gram in 1900. Cleveland’s hauling down 
of the flag in Hawali in 1898 contributed 
largely to roll up that immense majority 
against his party in the Congressional elec- 
tions of 1894. Bryan’s program of flag- 
furling covers a far larger area, and it will 
bring consequences immeasurably more 
calamitous to his party.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


Red Hot Iron from Water. 


One of the astonishing things develo 
through the introduction of electricity = 
everyday affairs is a forge, made for bench 
use, for the heating of soldering irons or 
light pieces of metal for working on the 
anvil, where the heating is accomplished by 
plunging the article to be heated into a tray 
of water. Nothing could be imagined more 
contradictory of one’s preconceived ideas 
than this procedure, and yet to the electrician 
it is perfectly simple. 

He makes the proper connections, plunges 
his iron into the water, and pretty soon the 
iron will begin to glow under water, and then 
to turn red or white hot, just as he desires it 
for working. When he gets through work- 
ing the iron he may plunge it into the water 
again and cool it with a “siss”’ as expedi- 
tiously as he could in any other tank of water. 
This curious forge is made as follows: The 
tank is of wood or of any other substancé 
which will hold water and not form an elec- 
trical conductor. One wire of the electric 
current passes to the bottom of the tank, 
where it is connected to a plate of metal 
which lies there. Over this plate water, 
preferably saturated with salt, fills the tank 
nearly to the top, and serves to conduct the 
current to whatever object is to be heated. 

Nothing could be better for this purpose, 
for the water naturally closes all about the 
object and fits it on every side. The other 
end of the current-conducting wire is fas- 
tened to the tongs or led to a metal frame- 
work at the edge of the tank on which the 
tongs of the shank of a soldering iron lie 
when it is to be heated. The moment the 
object to be heated is plunged into the water 
a current passes from the water through the 
object, and at the same moment some of the 
water is decomposed by electrolytic action. 
The nitrogen of the water becomes electri- 
fied and adheres to ‘the object to be heated 
and forms a film of gas, which separates the 
object completely from the water, while at 
the same time the gas forms such an obatruc- 
tion to the passage of the electric current 
— the energy of the current is turned into 

eat. 

Electric forges of various designs are com- 
ing into use in place of fires for many of the 
blacksmith’s operations. One of the new 
ones offered to the trade is arranged with 
one of its electrodes mounted at the end of 
an ordinary anvil, while the other electrode 
is swung above, where it can be drawn down 
by the pressure of a foot upon the pedal. 
The arm above has a wheel-like revolving 
head, and at the end of the spokes ‘of this 
wheel are blocks of metal of various forms 
adapted to fit the objeets to be heated. The 
blacksmith turns down the form that suits 
his work, presses his foot on the pedal and 
watches until he has a proper heat, and 
then, releasing the arm, forges and finishes 
his work on the anvil where it was heated. 
Such clever tools cannot, of course, take the 
place of the old bellows and fire for isolated 
shops, but in factories they are rapidly being 
introduced.—_New York Sun.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


OPIE READ’S LATEST NOVEL LAID IN 
NORTHERN ILLINOIS. 


Under the Title, “A Yankee from the 
West,” It Tells a Pleasing Story and 
Sketches Some Interesting Charac- 
ters—In Spite of Faults and Oddi- 
ties the Book Shows Genuine Lit- 
erary Art—Probably His Best Work 
—Literary Notes. 


NE of the characters in Opie Read's 

new novel, “A Yankee from the 

West’ (Rand-McNally), says it is a 

waste of time to pick flaws in any 

work that makes one feel. The 
but perhaps it is a waste of time to pick 
flaws in Mr. Read's novel, especially as it 
is one of the best he has ever written. The 
flaws are there, and they stand out invit- 
ingly to the critic’s cudgel, but the book 
makes one feel, and it makes one laugh 
cheerily, besides holding the interest of the 
reader to the end. Faults certainly cannot 
be ithe chief characteristics of a book that 
does all these things. 

In ‘‘ A Yankee from the West’ Mr. Read 
has deserted Kentucky and the South and 
has laid his scenes in Lake County, lll. The 
railway stations of Rollins, Lake Villa, and 


figure in the story, though the scenes are 
chiefly laid on a neighboring farm. The 
author has successfully caught the quiet 
charm of the rural scenery and idealized it 
for the atmosphere of his story. Into this 
quiet landscape he has put a group of his 
jerky-spoken, semi-burlesque characters, 
making them say impossible things and do 
natural and quite human acts, meantime 
working out an effective and interesting 


story. 

Milford is the name of the mysterious 
Yankees from the West, and he drops into 
Lake County, apparently from the clouds, 
but is instantly given the lease of Mrs. 
Stuvic’s farm. Mrs. Stuvic keeps summer 
boarders, and is one of those impossible 
yet interesting characters in the making of 
whom the Creator has never entered into 
competition with Mr. Read. She likes Mil- 
ford at first sight, so she sits down beside 
him at the dinner table with the boarders 
and opens this amazing dialogue: 


What is your name?’ she asked. 
‘* Milford,”’ he answered, and the woman with

This woman who calls a stranger Bill in 
her first interview maintains her character 
for originality throughout the book, and her 
pet phrase, “ You bet, Bill!’ follows her 
like a trade mark on a meat ax. Yet it 
cannot be said that no such character ever 
lived in Lake County, for Mr. Read has 
made Mrs. Stuvic live there in the most con- 
vineing style. Surely it would be un- 
reasonable to ask that there should be more 
than one of her kind in the world. 

Milford works like a slave on his farm, 
making money to pay some mysterious dark 
debt that he has left behind him in the un- 
savory West. A pretty Norwegian young 
woman comes to board with Mrs. Stuvic, 
and the plot thickens. A walking failure in 
the shape of an ex-professor steps into the 
story, and gives Milford a chance to show 
that he has a soft human heart as well as 
the Yankee faculty of making money. The 
story glides or bumps along, according to 
whether it be narrative or dialogue, and the 
interest depends almost wholly upon the 
character delineation. The fact that the au- 
thor holds one’s interest with so little action 
or plot is sufficient proof of his skill, no 
matter how impossible are some of the 
speeches of the characters. 

The character sketch of the professor is 

one of the most effective in the book, and,° 
with all his buffoonery, there is real pathos 
in his struggles to write a book, and his 
final suicide in order to give his family his 
life insurance before his policy expires. 
Only Opie Read, however, would have added 
the melodramatic touch that makes the pro- 
fessor remark as the icy water closes over 
him: ‘‘ Warmer than the world!” 

How Milford’s love story ends, and how 
his dark mystery is cleared up, must be left 
for Mr. Read to tell in his own style. The 
climax of the tale is effective and adequate— 
something that Mr. Read has rarely 
achieved in recent years. The book, too, 
shows more care and thought than any other 
of the author’s recent novels. The charac- 
ters are symmetrical, and in spite of the 
author’s dashing impressionism they are 
clear. 

There are innumerable bright touches 
that make the book worth reading, with all 
its burlesque and melodrama. For in-

than is done in any other part of the world, 
and that they are now supplying the Austra- 
lian, Japanese, and British markets in com- 
petition with Swedish and German manu- 
facturers; that no print papers is brought into 
the United States, but that during the last 
year the export has averaged over 1,000 tons 
per week, and that the entire revenue re- 


ground wood pulp was only $41,842 last year, 
so that no serious question of national 
economy could be urged in opposition to free 
pulp and free paper. 


American Advantages. 
“The American manufacturers are pro- 


of their proximity to their customers. The 
difference in the cost of transportation to 
market is their great guarantee of security 
against Canada or any foreign country. 
They are also protected by reason of their 
ability to obtain cheaper and more conven- 
ient supplies of coal and chemicals, which, 
as yet, are not obtainable in the Canadian 
forests.

Excessive and improper prices were paid 
for many mills that were located on exhaust- 
ed watercourses and that were tributary to 
denuded timber tracts; for mills that at 
periods of the year have an insufficient sup- 
ply of water or are under water; for mills 
that are inferior and worthless in machinery 
equipment and construction; for mills that 
must pay excessive rental for water powcr; 
for milis that do not own or.control wood- 
lands; for mills that have neither pulp- 
grinding attachments nor sulphite pulp aux- 
iliaries. 

“ Five of the paper mills obtain their 
power at a total annual cost of $196,000 per 
annum.
